Paris, Aug. 25.— T he F re n c h w ar 
office issued the following an no un ce­ 
m en t: 
“T h e F rench and English, th e plan 
of attack having failed owing to un­ 
foreseen difficulties, have retired on 
th e covering positions. 
“ W est of the Meuse the English 
arm y on o ur left was attack ed by th e 
G erm ans, 
but 
behaved 
adm irably, 
holding its 
ground 
with traditional 
stead fastness. 
“T he F ren ch assum ed the offensive 
with 
tw o arm y corps. 
An 
African 
brigade 
in 
the 
front 
line, 
carried 
aw ay by th e ir eagerness, w ere receiv­ 
ed by a m urd ero us fire. 
They did not 
give an inch, but, counter attacked by 
th e P russian guard, they w ere obliged 
to retire, only, however, after inflicting 
enorm ous losses. 
T he P russian guard 
especially suffered heavily. 
" E a s t of the Meuse our troops ad ­ 
vanced across an extrem ely difficult 
country and made a vigorous attack 
w hen they enlarged from the woods, 
but were obliged to fall back a fte r a 
stiff fight south of the River Semois. 


Allied Troops Withdraw. 


“On

troops and the British troops w ith­ 
drew to th e covering positions. 
Our 
troops are intact; our cavalry h as in 
no way suffered an d our artillery has 
affirmed its superiority. 
Our officers

T he F ren ch arm y will rem ain for a 
tim e on th e defensive, but, at the 
rig h t m om ent, to be decided upon by 
th e comm ander-in-chief, it will resum e 
a vigorous offensive.

“ W e delivered

our positions north of Nancy, inflict­ 
ing very heavy loss on the enem y. 


Defenses Remain Intact. 


“In reg ard co th e general situation 
we have th e full use of our railroads 
and retain com m and of the seas. Our 
operations have enabled the R ussians 
to come into action and p e n e tra te the 
h e a rt of W e st Prussia. 
It is to be re­ 
gretted th a t the offensive operations 
planned failed to achieve th eir pur­ 
pose as a resu lt of difficulties im pos­ 
sible to foresee. 
It would have sh o rt­ 
ened tile w ar, but our defenses rem ain 
in tact in th e presence of an already 
w eakened enemy. 
“E very F ren ch m an will deplore the 
tem p orary aban d o n m en t of portions of 
A lsace and Lorraine which we had 
occupied and certain parts of th e n a ­ 
tional territo ry wil suffer from events 
tional territo ry will suffer from events 
“T he ordeal is inevitable, bu t tem ­ 
porary. 
T h u s d etachm en ts of G erm an 
cavalry belonging to an u n attach ed di­ 
vision operating on th e ex trem e right 
have p en etrated to Roubaix (six miles 
north of Lille) and the Tourcoing dis­ 
trict which are defended only by te r­ 
ritorial reservists. 
“O ur valian t people will know how 1 
to find courage to support this trial,

which is not to be doubted. 
In telling j 
to th e country the whole tru th the 
governm ent and m ilitary authorities 
give it the stro n g est proof of their ab­ 
solute confidence in victory, which de­ 
pends only on o ur perseverance and 
tenacity.”

5 A. M.— It is announced this morning that Namur, 
capitol of the province of Namur in Belgium, southeast of Brussels on the 
River Meuse, a strongly fortified city and one of the chief bulwarks in 
the allies’ line of defense, has been captured by the Germans. 
Commenting on the fall of Namur before the Germans, the Times says it 
is one of those inexplicable events which makes war the gamble that is. 
That Namur should have fallen in two days will require a deal of explan­ 
ation, the Times adds. 
The news has caused grave apprehension iii official circles.' 
This disaster greatly lessens the chances for victory being on the side of 
the allies in the stupendous battle which has been raging since Saturday. 
Beyond the bare statement that Namur had fallen, the official war in­ 
formation bureau has issued nothing on the subject. 
It is not definitely 
known whether the fall refers to the town or to the fort, or to both.

GERMANS CAPTURE 
MANY PRISONERS 


The French and British troops op­ 
posing the 
invasion of the German 
army in Belgium have suffered a se­ 
rious reverse, according to the official 
announcement issued by the French 
war office. 
In the battle line, which 
extends from Mons to the Luxemburg 
frontier, 
several 
army 
corps, 
com­ 
posed 
of

French, 
took the offensive on Sunday against 
the Germans, but their plan of attack 
failed, owing to “unforeseen difficul­ 
ties,” 
as

statement, and the troops retired on 
the covering positions. 
The losses on both sides are re­ 
ported as extremely heavy and the 
French officials describe the Germans 
as being obliged to establish them­ 
selves in fresh positions in Lorraine. 
The French have abandoned those

Lorraine 
which they had previously occtf^ied 
and now look for heavy fighting in 
French territory. 
Detachments

operating on the extreme right, have 
reached Roubaix, a few miles to the 
north of Lille.
